To Compel owners of domestic anim al to bury the carcasses thereof and 
defining penalty for violation thereof. 
BE IT EXACTED BY TH E. PEOPLE. OF THE. STATE OF OKLAHOMA. 
SECTION I: 
That it shall be the duty of every owwner of evry do­ 
mestic animal in the State of Oklahoma, which may hereafter die of any 
contagious or infectious disease, either to burn the carcass thereof or miry 
the same within twenty-four hours after he has notice or knowledge of 
such fact so that no part of such carcass shall Le nearerthan two and one 
half feet of the surface of the soil; Provided, That all hogs dying of any 
disease shall be burned. 
It shall further be unlawful to burry any such 
carcass as mentioned in this action in any land along any stream or ravine, 
where it is liable to become exposed through erasion of the soil or where 
such land is any time subject to overflow.

major leagues 
who score a play alike. 
In my trav­ 
els throughout the cities I have found 
so many kinds of scoring that I have 
often wondered how a batter is to get 
what is due him. 
Many times one sees a foot note, out

out, and the catcher should be given 
a put-out.

Playground 
association 
and Mrs. Ward stand for improved de­ 
velopment for country as well as city 
children. One result of the movement 
is the generous field near the school­ 
house, cut up into small lots, where 
each child may do his own gardening.

their influence. 
Moreover, intelligent 
adaptation of sports to the physical re­ 
quirements of children is needed in vil­ 
lage as in city.

I friend of the O. S. It would also stop 
all arguments from certain quarters 
about how do you expect to beat such 
and such a batter out in hitting when 
I he gets everything? 
It has been known where a player 
j got hits when rank errors were made 
simply to have him ahead of “so and 
I so” in “so and so” city. 
This would 
I be a thing of the past if ofiicial scorers 
j were appointed and sent around the 
cities as are umpires. 
The above argument is not made for 
j any selfish reason, but because it is 
the truth and will ba acknowledged by 
all fair-minded sporting editors.

There are several scorers (official) 
that could not give you a correct defi­ 
nition of a fielder’s choice on his life. 
Some scorers do not give a player a

strikes out a batter and the 
catcher 
drops the ball but gets the 
man 
at 
first base, the pitcher is not credited 
with a strike-out. 
One of the greatest faults of the 
present style of selecting official scor­ 
ers is that the 
scorers are 
selected 
from among the 
sporting editors of 
the different papers in the cities that 
compose the major leagues. There are 
good baseball men and honest ones at 
that who know how to score, but a 
young fellow just breaking in the busi­ 
ness thinks he should have a whack 
at the game and to prevent the said 
sporting editor from getting sore. 
A 
certain city had no less than four offi­ 
cial scorers in one season, simply to 
satisfy the S. E. 
I have argued for the last ten years 
that the only way we will ever have 
correct scoring is for the two major 
leagues to appoint a set of scorers and 
have entire charge of the 
business. I 
Run the scoring of the game the same 
as they do with-^he umpires. 
Select 
competent men and pay them a salary 
that would justify them in giving up 
a sporting desk, or select some person 
outside the business. There are many 
who could be selected that would do 
the work as it should be done. 
It has not been so many years ago 
that local men were selected to um­ 
pire games. 
Did they 
prove 
satis­ 
factory? 
Not in a hundred different 
ways. 
So why expect 
local 
men to 
handle*the 
scoring of 
a game any 
more than have a local man act as 
his “umps?” 
Baseball has outgrown its babyhood 
It is now one of the 
greatest 
business propositions of the country. 
Why, then not have competent offi­ 
cials? Have we not two of the great­ 
est men at the head of the leagues that 
ever handled the affairs of the two or­ 
ganizations? Have we not the best 
umpires than can be had? Then why 
not have a set of official 
scorers 
to 
take charge of the other department, 
one that 
causes 
more 
arguments 
among the fans than the rulings of his 
“umps.” 
It would not 
cost 
such 
a 
great 
amount to have men appointed who 
could tour the circuit like 
the 
um­ 
pires. 
Each club in the two leagues 
now pays a stated sum to have the 
work done, so that the money would 
almost pay a 
man’s 
salary per' day.

To Compel owners of domestic animal to bury the eareass«8 thereof and 


defining penally for violation thereof. 


BE IT EN'ACT-ED BY THE. PEOPLE. OF. THE. STATE OF OKLAHOMA. 


SECTION 1: 
That it shall be the duty of every owwner of evry do- 


mestic animal in -the State of Oklahoma, which may hereafter die of any 
contagious or Infectious disease, either to burn the carcass thereof or wiry 
the same within twenty-four hours after he has notice or knowledge of 
such fact so that no part of such carcass shall be nearerthan two and one 
halt feet of the surface of the soil'; Provided, That all hogs dying of any 
disease shall be burned. It shall further be unlawful to 'burry any such 
carcass as mentioned In this action in any land along any stream or ravine 
where it is liable to become "exposed through erasion of the soil or. where 
such land is any time subject to overflow. 


Owner, as used in this Acct, shall mean and 
ineclude 
any person 


having domestic animals In his possession, either by reason of ownership 
rent, hire, loan, or otherwise, and shall be subject to all the pains ;tnd 
penalties ol this Act.

or cause to be deposited or left the carcass of any animal, whether

No 
public betterment is more prolific of*

The playground in the crowded city, 
equipped for games and athletic exer- 
cises, is a veritable godsend to the 
child whose only refuge from the dark 
tenement is the dirty and dangerous 
street.

children. One result,of the movement 
Is the generous field near the school- 
house, cut up into small lots, where 
each child may do iiis own gardening. 
The delights of skill applied to this 
miniature farming are far-reaching in 
their influence. 
Moreover, intelligent 


adaptation of sports to the physical re- 
quirements of children is needed iu vil- 
lage as in city. Finally, the playground 
idea is spreading^from school to fac- 
tory and shop. A great assemblage1 of 
pro mi rient men and women discussing 
all the 
aspects of these 
important 


questions gives promise of a future not 
meiely Utopian, but practical, when 
all indoor toil shall be sweetened by 
outdoor play.

Watching birds when 
the game is on gives me no ground for 
believing that the disturbance of what 
they may possess in the way of feeling 
is anything more than momentary, cr 
more than one experience out of thou- 
sands which come into their

nature they are forearmed.

hooves us, therefore, declares the New

Players Often Not Given Their Dues 


and Too Much Chance for Favorlt. 
ism—Time Is Ripe to Place the Po- 
sition on a Higher Plane—Some 
Strong Arguments. 


By George L. Moreland. 


Will there ever be satisfactory scor- 


ing done by the official scorers In" the 
major leagues? 
Scoring that will be 


absolutely correct, and scoring 
that 


will not savor of favoritism? 


Never, so long as the present style 


of scoring is permitted. 


It is a question if there are two ot 


ficlal scorers in the 
major leagues 


who score a play alike. 
In my trav- 


els throughout the cities I have found 
so many kinds of scoring thav I have 
often wondered how a batter is to get 
what is clue him. 


Many times one sees a foot note, out 


for bunUng third strike. The rule 
statesjlainly that it Is simply a strike 
out, 
and the catcher should be^gtven 


a put-out. 


lu some cities the player who over- 


slides second or third base after hav- 
ing successfully stolen the base is not 
given a»steal. 


There are several scorers (official) 


that could not give you a correct defi- 
nition of a fielder's choice on his life. 
Some scorers do not give a player a 
sacrifice hit when 
he intentionally 


makes one, if an error is made on the 
play. 


In some cases 
where a 
pitcher 


strikes out a batter and the 
catcher 


drops the ball but gets the man at 
first base, the pitcher is not credited 
with a strike-out. 


One of the greatest faults of the 


present style of selecting official scor- 
ers is that the scorers are 
selected 


from among the 
sporting editors of 


the different papers in the cities that 
compose the major leagues. There are 
good baseball men and honest ones at 
that who know how to score, but a 
young fellow just breaking in the busi- 
ness thinks he should have a whack 
at the game and to prevent the said 
sporting editor from getting sore. A 
certain city had no less than four offi- 
cial scorers in one season, simply to 
satisfy the S. E. 


I have argued for the last ten years 


that the only way we will ever have 
coned scoring is for the two major 
leagues to appoint a set of scorers and 
Uave entire charge of the 
business. 


Run the scoring of the game the same 
as they do withs^he umpires. Select 
competent men and pay them a salary 
that would justify them in giving up 
a sporting desk, or select some person 
outside the business. There are many 
who could be selected that would do 
the work as it should be done. 


It has not been so many years ago 


that local men were selected to um- 
pire games. 
Did they 
prove satis- 


factory? 
Not in a hundred different 


ways. So why expect local men to 
handle'the scoring of a game any 
more than have a local man act as 
his "umps?" 


Baseball has outgrown its babyhood 


days. It is now one of the greatest 
business propositions of the country. 
Why, 
then not have competent offi- 


cials? Have we not two of the great- 
est men at the head of the leagues that 
ever handled the affairs of the two or- 
ganizations? Have we not the best 
umpires than can be had? Then why 
not have a set of official 
scorers to 


take charge of the other department, 
one that 
causes 
more 
arguments 


among the fans than the rulings of his 
"umps." 


It would not 
cost 
such" a great 


amount to have men appointed who 
could tour the circuit like the um- 
pires. Each club in the two leagues 
now pays a stated sum to have the 
work done, so that the money would 
almost pay a man's 
salary per' day. 


The traveling 
expenses 
and 
hotel 


board would not cost a fortune. 


An owner of a club pays good money 


for a first-class player, the 
16 cluba 


pay big money to hire two good presi- 
dents, and the latter engage first-class 
men to umpire, which the club own- 
ers pay for, so why not select eight 
men who can score a game as it should 
be scored? 


Another argument that holds good 


is that it would stop a lot of getting 
square with this or that player. 
"I 


would not give that guy a hit on any- 
thing," was the comment of a scorer 
one time, but he charged the fielder 
with an error, and I have known 
cases where there has been no men- 
tion of a hit at all, neither was an 
error scored, 3ust simply beat the bat- 
ter out of a hit because he was no, 
friend of the O. S. It would also stop 
all arguments from certain quarters 
about how do you expect to beat such 
and such a batter out in hitting when 
he gets everything? 


It has been known where a player 


got hits when rank errors were made 
simply to have him ahead of "so and, 
so" in "so and so" city. This would 
be a thing of the past If official scorers 
were appointed and sent around the 
cities as are umpires. 


The above argument is cot made for 


any selfish reason, but because it IB 
the truth and-will be acknowledged by 
all talr-minded sporting editors.

To Compel owners of domestic animal to bury tbe eareass«8 thereof and 


defining penali; for violation thereof. 


BE IT EN'ACT-ED BY THE. PEOPLE. OF. THE. STATE OF OKLAHOMA. 


SECTION 1: 
That it shall be the duty of every owner ot evry do- 


mestic animal in -the State ot Oklahoma, which may hereafter die of any 
contagious or Infectious disease, either to burn the carcass thereof or nury 
the same within twenty-four hours after he has notice or knowledge of 
such fact so that no part of such carcass shall be aearerthan two and one 
halt feet ot the surface of the soil'; Provided, That all hogs dying of any 
disease shall be burned. It shall further be unlawful to 'burry any such 
carcass as mentioned in this action in any land along any stream or ravine, 
where It is liable to become "exposed through erasion of the soil or. where 
such land is any time subject to overflow. 


Owner, as used in this Acct, shall mean and

having domestic animals In his possession, either by reason of ownership, 
rent, hire, loan, or otherwise, and shall be subject to all the pains ;tnd 
penalties ol this Act.

-feorough and Miss Jane Addams were 
the principal speakers. An earnest 
ptea was made that American women 
emulate English women in their sense 
of actual obligation to the whole civic 
body. Many young women here take 
up philanthropy as a diversion, and 
drop it when social or domestic de- 
mands become mere attractive. 
In 


England there is a large class of wo- 
men who accept individual 
responsi- 


bility for the public good as the condi- 
tion of their fortunate heritage. 
No 


public betterment is more prolific of 
good, says the Youths' Companion, 
than that of free open spaces where 
children may play 
under 
intelligent 


guidance and inspiration 
It is a sad 


fact that thousands of children need t» 
be taught how to enjoy themselves. 
The playground in the crowded city, 
equipped for games and athletic exer- 
cises, is a veritable godsend to the 
child whose only refuge from the dark 
tenement is the dirty and dangerous 
street. 
The " Playground association 


and Mrs. Ward stand for improved de- 
velopment for country as well as city 
children. One result,of the movement 
Is the generous field near the school- 
house, cut up into small lots, where 
each child m'ay do .his own gardening. 
The delights of skill applied to this 
miniature farming are far-reach ing In 
their influence. 
Moreover, intelligent 


adaptation of sports to the physical re- 
quirements of children, is needed iu vil- 
lage as in city. Finally, the playground 
Idea is spreading^from school to fac- 
tory and shop. A great assemblage1 of 
prominent men and women discussing 
all the

It would not be possible for one to 


hunt at an if he could really believe 
that which many good people believe, 
that in an invasion of the quiet wood 
and field he ruthlessly forces into the 
life of bird and aniraa! a new element 
of dread, shadowing their very exist- 
ence and- taking from it most if not 
all of the joy of living, writes Lewis S. 
Welch, in the Atlantic. 
Quite plainly 


true is it that the gun is a signal of 
'danger; that the gua dog is an animal 
to be feared by those whom he^loves 
to hunt; that the approach of man is 
the approach of a possible enemy. 
Man and dog and gun are signs to the 
bird that it is well to fly and to seek 
aome other 
less 
disturbed 
renting 


place. 
This is not a pleasant thing 


for the bird; it is often very inconveni- 
ent; but that it means hysteria of fear 
and cataclysm of feeling is beyond my 
understanding. Watching birds when 
the game is on gives me no ground for 
believing that the disturbance of what 
they may possess in the way of feeling 
is anything more than momentary, cr 
more than one experience out of thou- 
sands which come into their lives 
every season and against which by 
nature they are forearmed.

sunlight. It is well known that some

from dark rooms to light and cheerful 
apartments.

Players Often Not Given Their Dues 


and Too Much Chance for Favorit- 
ism—Time Is Ripe to Place the Po- 
sition on a Higher Plane—Some 
Strong Arguments.

Will there ever be satisfactory scor- 


ing done by the official scorers in" the 
major leagues? Scoring that will be 
absolutely correct, and scoring 
that 


will not savor of favoritism? 


Never, so long as the present style 


of scoring is permitted. 


It is a question If there are two ot 


ficial scorers in the 
major leagues 


who score a play alike. 
In my trav- 


els throughout the cities I have found 
so many kinds of scoring thav I have 
often wondered how a batter is to get 
what is clue him. 


Many times one sees a foot note, out 


for bunt tag third strike. 
The rule 


stale3_plamly that it is simply a strike 
out, and the catcher should be^vglven 
a put-out. 


Iu some cities the player who over- 


slides second or third base after hav- 
ing successfully stolen the base is not 
given a**steal. 


There are several scorers (official) 


that could not give you a correct defi- 
nition of a fielder's choice on his life. 
Some scorers do not give a player a 
sacrifice hit 
when he intentionally 


makes one, if an error is made on the 
play. 


Iu some cases where a 
pitcher 


strikes out a batter and the 
catcher 


drops the ball but gets the man at 
first base, the pitcher is not credited 
with a stvike-out. 


One of the greatest faults of the 


present style of selecting official scor- 
ers is that the scorers are 
selected 


from among the 
sporting editors of 


the different papers in the cities that 
compose the major leagues. There are 
good baseball men and honest ones at 
that who know how to score, but a 
young fellow just breaking in the busi- 
ness thinks he should have a whack 
at the game and to prevent the said 
sporting editor from getting sore. A 
certain city had no less than four offi- 
cial scorers iu one season, simply to 
satisfy the S. E. 


I have argued for the last ten years 


that the only way we will ever have 
con eel scoring is for the two major 
leagues to appoint a set of scorers and 
Uave entire charge of the business. 
Run the scoring of the game the same 
as they do with-^he umpires. Select 
competent men and pay them a salary 
that would justify them in giving up 
a sporting desk, or select some person 
outside the business. There are many 
who could be selected that would do 
the work as it should be done. 


It has not been so many years ago 


that local men were selected to um- 
pire games. 
Did they 
prove satis- 


factory? 
Not in a hundred different 


ways. So why expect 
local men. to 


handle'the scoring of a game any 
more than have a local man act as 
his "umps?" 


Baseball has outgrown Its babyhood 


days. It is now one of the greatest 
business propositions of the country. 
"Why, then not have competent offi- 
cials? Have we not two of the great- 
est men at the head of the leagues that 
ever handled the affairs of the two or- 
ganizations? Have we not the best 
umpires than can be had? Then why 
not have a set of official 
scorers to 


take charge of the other department, 
one that 
causes 
more 
arguments 


among the fans than the rulings of his 
"umps." 


It would not 
cost sucif a great 


amount to have men appointed who 
could tour the circuit like the um- 
pires. Each club in the two leagues 
now pays a stated sum to have the 
work done, so that the money would 
almost pay a man's salary per'day. 
The traveling 
expenses 
and 
hotel 


board would not cost a fortune. 


An owner of a club pays good money 


for a first-class player, the 
16 cluba 


pay big money to hire two good presi- 
dents, and the latter engage first-class 
men to umpire, which the club own- 
ers pay for, so why not select eight 
men who can score a game as it should 
be scored? 


Another argument that holds good 


is that it would stop a lot of getting 
square with this or that placer. "I 
would not give that guy a hit on any- 
thing," was the comment of a scorer 
one time, but he charged the fielder 
with an error, and I have known 
cases where there has been no men- 
tion of a hit at all, neither was an 
error scored, 'just simply beat the bat- 
ter out of a hit because he was no, 
friend of the O. S. It would also stop 
all arguments from certain quarters 
about how do you expect to beat such 
and such a batter out in hitting when 
he gets everything? 


It has been known where a player 


got hits when rank errors were made 
simply to have him ahead o£ "so and, 
so" in "so and so" city. This would 
be a thing of the past if official scorers 
were appointed and sent around the 
cities as are umpires. 


The above argument is not made for 


any selfish reason, but because it IB 
the truth and-will ba acknowledged by 
all fair-minded sporting editors.
